Restorative justice for victims of crime in Dorset 


A RESTORATIVE justice system has been 
launched in Dorset this week. 

The service is funded by the Dorset Office of 
the Police and Crime Commissioner and will be 
implemented by the Safer Poole Partnership. It 
will build on work currently taking place in 
Poole and the west of the county, ensuring it is 
well managed and developed, while also mak¬ 
ing the facilities more widely available across 
Dorset. 

The project will also support police officers, 
encouraging them to offer restorative practices 
where appropriate and refer any candidates 
who express their interest. This includes both 
restorative mediation and restorative justice. 
In both scenarios, all parties must volunteer in 
order for the process to go ahead. Where an of¬ 
fender is present, it is a precondition that they 
have formally accepted responsibility for their 
actions. 

Restorative mediation provides a platform for 
members of conflicted communities to move 
forward and improve their quality of life. It can 
be used in situations such as neighbourhood 
disputes, where all parties will agree and own 
the outcomes. 

Restorative justice offers victims the opportu¬ 
nity to meet with offenders and explain the full 
extent of the impact of their crimes. The service 
is already widely available for victims of 
crimes committed by young people; this project 
will be the first pan-Dorset service for victims 
of crimes committed by adults. 

This service can be used for all types of crime 
and the facilitated meetings can be highly ben¬ 
eficial for both parties. Outcomes of the process 
will typically include an apology, financial 
compensation, or simply a platform to ask ques¬ 
tions and get answers. Giving victims a voice 
in this way has already been shown to improve 


their ability to gain closure and move on after 
the crime. 

Offenders involved in the process have been 
able to mend some of the damage caused by 
their original crime. They have also been seen 
to engage with programmes that address the 
underlying factors leading to offending be¬ 
haviour, such as alcohol or drug misuse. This 
has had a positive impact on their risk of reof¬ 
fending. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Un¬ 
derhill said: “Supporting victims and reducing 
reoffending are key themes of my Police and 
Crime Plan for 2017-2021 and the Restorative 
Dorset service has benefits for both areas. 

“By bringing together victims and offenders, 
the service explores a more sustainable solu¬ 
tion to crime, empowering victims to share 
their experiences in a way that helps their own 
development. It also holds offenders to account, 
encouraging them both to reflect on their be¬ 
haviour and look ahead to a life outside of 
crime.” 

As well as interested victims and offenders, ef¬ 
fective restorative practice also relies on 
skilled and experienced volunteers. Those who

Improvement plans 
for foster care 

FOSTERING services run by Dorset County 
Council will have to do more in the future 
to recruit and retain foster parents. 

The county has one of the lowest num¬ 
ber of foster parents with an increasing 
number choosing to work through inde¬ 
pendent agencies - which can cost almost 
£20,000 a year more than the in-house 
service. 

Yet DCC cabinet members were told that 
despite the increased cost there was no 
guarantee of any better outcome for the 
children involved. 

The council will now put an extra 
£365,000 into the service in the coming 
financial year, an additional £1.2m in 2019- 
20 and £1.3m a year from then on. 

Improvement plans will focus on recruit¬ 
ment and retention, simplify fees and al¬ 
lowances, with additional help to navigate 
the system as it was suggested that the 
approval time of eight months led to many 
simply giving up before they started. 

A development programme will train fos¬ 
ter carers able to care for children with 
complex needs with higher fees to reflect 
the additional skills. 
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Buxton Road crossings to be improved 


TWO school crossing patrol sites 
along Buxton Road in Weymouth 
are set to be improved during half- 
term week. 

Engineers at Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil have put together design propos¬ 
als for the Rylands Lane and White 
Cross Drive school crossings, with 
support from Holy Trinity Primary 
School and All Saint School. 

The existing crossing points will 


be upgraded to make them more 
visible, heighten driver awareness 
and improve the walking routes to 
the schools. The advance warning 
signs will also be improved in the 
area. 

Cllr Clare Sutton, county council¬ 
lor for the Rodwell division, said: 
“Walking to school has many bene¬ 
fits - it improves children’s health 
and allows them to travel indepen¬ 


dently, and it reduces the number 
of cars on our roads - and in order 
to encourage more pupils to walk to 
school, we need to do all we can to 
provide safe routes. 

“We should all welcome these im¬ 
provements in providing safer 
crossing sites for both the children 
and parents that use them, and for 
the crossing patrol attendants 
themselves.”

A NEW informal support service for military 
veterans is starting in Weymouth in October. 
The Veterans Hub will first meet on October 
19th at the Dorset Abilities Group building at 
the old ferry terminal building, from 7pm 
until 9pm. 

It has been set up after Andy Price, from 
Portland, discovered how difficult It was to 
access mental health support in Weymouth 
for the Post Traumatic Stress Disorder. 

The meetings will initially offer a chance to 
meet others in a similar situation and to 
learn from each other about the type of sup¬ 
port available and how best to access it. 

Depending on the demand group members 
will decide how often they meet and what ac¬ 
tivities they wish to undertake going for¬ 
ward.

A Weymouth man has been jailed for seven 
and a half years for raping a woman while 
she slept. 

Richard James Lane, 50, of Wyke Road, 
was jailed at Bournemouth Crown Court on 
Thursday, after being convicted of rape fol¬ 
lowing a trial at the same court on Thursday 
September 14th. 

He was told that he would be placed on the 
Sex Offenders Register for life. 

The sentence relates to an incident last 
year in which Lane raped a woman while 
she slept at his address. 

The victim had gone to sleep and was 
woken in the early hours of the morning by 
Lane having sex with her. 

The victim called relatives and then the po¬ 
lice to raise the alarm. 

Officers arrived and arrested Lane. He was 
charged on Tuesday,December 6th, 2016. 

Detective Constable Andy Thomson, of 
Weymouth CID, said: “Richard Lane tar¬ 
geted his victim while she was asleep and at 
her most vulnerable. I hope the sentence 
handed out today will bring some comfort to 
her following what has been a very trau¬ 
matic time. 

“Finally, I hope this case reassures the 
public that we take all reports of sexual of¬ 
fences extremely seriously, will investigate 
them thoroughly and support victims."

Investigation into fire at 
Parnham House is closed 


OFFICERS investigating a 
fire which destroyed Parn¬ 
ham House, near Beamin- 
ster, are not looking for 
anyone else in connection 
with the incident, following 
the death of the owner. 

Dorset Police were called 
by Dorset and Wiltshire Fire 
and Rescue Service at 4.10am 
on Saturday, April 15th to re¬ 
ports of a large fire at Parn¬ 
ham House near Beaminster. 
Officers attended to assist 
the fire service while they 
tackled the extensive blaze. 

The fire was fully extin¬ 
guished on the morning of 
Wednesday, April 19th. The 
house suffered a significant 
amount of damage. Luckily 
no one was inside the prop¬ 
erty at the time of the fire. 

The owner of Parnham 
House, Michael Treichl, was 
arrested on suspicion of 
arson and was released 
under investigation. 

A full investigation was 
launched by Dorset Police, 
led by detectives from Wey¬ 
mouth CID. 

During the course of the in¬ 
vestigation, the news was re¬ 
ceived in June that Mr 
Treichl’s body had been 
found in Switzerland. 

His family were informed 
and an inquest into his death 
was opened in Switzerland. 
The circumstances of his 
death have been investigated 


by Swiss authorities and this 
has now concluded. 

Detective Chief Superinten¬ 
dent Mark Callaghan, of 
Dorset Police, said: “We were 
very sad to learn of Mr Tre- 
ichl’s sudden death in 
Switzerland and our 
thoughts remain with his 
family at this difficult time. 

“I can confirm that detec¬ 


tives have conducted a thor¬ 
ough and detailed investiga¬ 
tion and having assessed all 
the evidence collected by of¬ 
ficers as part of this inquiry, 
Dorset Police has concluded 
its investigation and is not 
looking for anyone else in 
connection with the fire at 
Parnham House.”

Concern from parents over future 
of maternity and paediatric units

FOLLOWING the approval of recommendations 
for the future of Dorset’s healthcare by Dorset 
Clinical Commissioning Groups (CCG) governing 
body, the question of which maternity and paedi¬ 
atric services services will be based at Dorset 
County Hospital or Yeovil District Hospital (YDH) 
still remains. 

As part of Dorset’s Clinical Services Review, 
health bosses agreed to share maternity and pae¬ 
diatric services between DCH and YDH, rather 
than have services moved to the east of the 
county. 

However, it has not been agreed which hospital 
will have the 24 hour consultant led unit, which 
is a cause for concern for many local parents, with 
campaign groups for both DCH and YDH being set 
up. 

Collette Stevens, a member of Keep Kingfisher 
and Maternity and DCH a 24/7 Consultant Led 
Unit, said: “YDH wouldn’t take Ben (her son) 
when he fell ill three weeks ago, as they don’t have 
paediatric ENT (when children need surgical or 
complex medical treatment for illnesses affecting 
the ear, nose or throat) where on earth would he 
be now without Kingfisher’s brilliant team to di¬ 
agnose and treat his meningitis?” 

Another mum, Rachel Ellis-Swain, who also sup¬ 
ports the campaign, said: “My son, aged 12, had 
pneumonia in June this year. 

“We luckily live near DCH and it was getting 
him to A&E and having the correct treatment 
quickly enough that saved his life. 

“I can’t imagine what would have happened if 
we had to travel further. 

“It frightens me to think that cutting services is 
the answer. Children’s lives should count for 
more. 


“I can’t thank A&E or Kingfisher enough for the 
amazing job they do.” 

Chelsea, who is campaigning for the 24 hour ser¬ 
vice to stay at both hospitals, explained how her 
child was born prematurely at 33 weeks and 
stayed in Dorchester special care baby unit for 
two weeks, but she has now moved to Yeovil. 

She said: “As a young mother, and wanting more 
children in the future, and having two pregnan¬ 
cies where I was always at the hospital being 
checked or having check ups, there is nothing 
worse than the thought of having YDH’s 24 hour 
services gone and having to travel an extra hour 
on a train - as I don’t drive and have no family up 
here - to Dorchester to be checked out. It’s fright¬ 
ening. 

“We need both hospitals to stay open. It 
shouldn’t even be a choice, so why are they choos¬ 
ing?” 

Parents who are closest to YDH and use their 
services have also expressed their worries if the 
unit was to transfer to Dorchester. 

Shelley Harris said: “My 12-year-old is seen on a 
regular basis and having to travel the extra dis¬ 
tances - when not only extra time off school - puts 
extra pressure on our family as we have illness to 
deal with.” 

Parent Toni Hallett said: “My 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter is seen every three months for her condition 
at paediatric outpatients at YDH. 

“At the moment she does not need to take time 
out of school, but if we had to go to Dorchester, 
that would be at least half a day off school each 
time.” 

A spokesperson for Somerset CCG said that both 
hospitals are working together to explore the op¬ 
tions for the future model of maternity and paedi¬ 
atric services across the two sites. 

They said: “This work has been ensuring that 
the broader access implications for the popula¬ 


tions of West Dorset and East Somerset are fully 
considered, recognising the responsibility of 
Yeovil District Hospital to work as part of the 
Somerset NHS. 

“Somerset CCG is now undertaking its own re¬ 
view of maternity and paediatric services for the 
people of Somerset. 

“This is being led by Dr Rosie Benneyworth, the 
clinical lead for Somerset’s sustainability and 
transformation partnership. 

“The aim of the review will be to ensure Somer¬ 
set’s services are clinically appropriate for the 
population we serve and complimentary with the 
configuration of maternity and paediatric ser¬ 
vices in neighbouring Devon, Dorset, North Som¬ 
erset and Bath and North East Somerset. 

“Future service planning will be informed by pa¬ 
tient and public views and once specific service 
proposals have been developed, and these would 
be subject to further public engagement and for¬ 
mal public consultation.” 

A spokesperson for Dorset County Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust said: “We are looking forward 
to building on the collaboration work with our 
partners in health and social care to ensure we 
can provide high quality emergency and district 
general hospital services for our patients now and 
in the future. 

“We welcome the CCG’s preferred option for pae¬ 
diatric and maternity services in the west, with 
DCH working with YDH to provide a sustainable 
and safe service for women and children. 

“Our consultant paediatricians and obstetri¬ 
cians will continue to work with their colleagues 
in Yeovil on the best possible solution for the local 
population. 

“Any proposed changes to services at either hos¬ 
pital would be subject to further local public con¬ 
sultation by both Dorset and Somerset CCGs as 
appropriate.”

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Weymouth optician spots 
a deadly brain tumour 


KEEN to remind residents to have a 
sight test this month is a 52-year-old 
plumber, from Weymouth, who was di¬ 
agnosed with a life-threatening tu¬ 
mour following a trip to his local 
Specsavers opticians. His warning 
comes off the back of National Eye 
Health Week in September (18-24th). 

Father of two, John Black had been 
experiencing serious headaches, fa¬ 
tigue and problems with his vision. 
Initially, he attributed the symptoms 
to the long hours spent studying and 
driving to and from his local college. It 
was his wife, a receptionist at a local 
GP surgery, who insisted that John 
visited the optician and her persis¬ 
tence has saved his life. 

Mr Black was seen by optometrist 
Stephen Griffiths at Specsavers at St 
Thomas Street in Weymouth. 

Stephen conducted a thorough eye 
health check that included an ocular 
examination of the back of the eye and 
a digital photograph of the retina to 
look for any health concerns. 

The tests showed swelling of Mr 
Black’s optic nerves on both eyes and 
his retinal blood vessels. The results, 
coupled with his headaches and fa¬ 
tigue, alerted Stephen that Mr Black 
needed to be referred straight away to 
the hospital A&E department for fur¬ 
ther tests. 

He underwent a day of scans and 
tests where a brain tumour was diag¬ 
nosed. Mr Black was then referred 
onto Southampton General hospital 


for a four hour operation that saw the 
tumour removed. 

Mr Black said: “I was convinced that 
my headaches were caused by pro¬ 
longed computer use for my course- 
work and reading lots of reference 
materials for the course I was doing. It 
is easy to blame lifestyle for excessive 
headaches and fatigue and never for 
one second did I suspect anything sin¬ 
ister. I suppose I am that typical bloke 
who had to be nagged by my wife to 
take action and what a good job she did 
keep on at me.’

Every eye examination at Specsavers 
in Weymouth includes a thorough 
check of the front and back of the eyes.

He said: “lam 
indebted to Stephen who literally 
saved my life and I urge everyone to 
have regular sight tests, particularly if 
your are experiencing headaches or 
blurred vision. That appointment 
could save your life.” 

Stephen concluded: “John’s story 
shows how very important it is for us 
all to have regular eye examinations - 
they are a vital health check which can 
allow serious health issues to be iden¬ 
tified thanks to the sophisticated 
equipment we use. 

“We would encourage people to make 
a visit to their opticians as part of their 
healthcare routine, in the same way 
you would regularly visit the dentist. 
It can, in rare cases like John’s, poten¬ 
tially save a life.”

A WEYMOUTH landlord has 
been ordered to repay £8,811.45 of 
rental income for letting a multi¬ 
ply occupied property without a 
licence from the council. 

Antone Spiroc-tica, 62, of Hanover 
Road, Weymouth, was prose¬ 
cuted by Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council for operating a 
house in multiple occupation 


(HMO) without a licence and for 
four other offences relating to fire 
safety and general disrepair. 

Following this action, the coun¬ 
cil made an application for repay¬ 
ment of all housing benefit paid to 
Mr Spiroc-tica during the time 
when the property was operating 
as a licensable HMO without a li¬ 
cence. 


A tribunal ordered Mr Spiroc- 
tica to repay the council all hous¬ 
ing benefit paid to the sum of 
£8,811.45. 

Cllr Gill Taylor, Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council’s 
Briefholder for Housing, said: 
“The council is committed to 
working with landlords in the 
private rented sector to provide 


good quality, well managed ac¬ 
commodation in the borough. 

“Landlords should be aware 
that the council can apply for rent 
paid from the public purse 
through housing benefit etc, to be 
recovered from landlords who 
have provided unsafe accommo¬ 
dation.”

A play for today 


DORCHESTER Drama is tak¬ 
ing audiences back to Salem - 
to Puritan New England in 
1692 - where sickness was at¬ 
tributed to the work of the 
devil, and accusations of 
witchcraft were used to settle 
scores. 

In November Dorchester 
Drama will be performing 
Arthur Millers’ mighty play 
“The Crucible” at the Corn 
Exchange. 

The play was inspired by the 
McCarthy era when a fear of 
communist influence in 1950s 
America led to obsessive in¬ 
vestigations to root out com¬ 
munist “subversives”. The 
playwright saw similarities to 
real historical events in 
Salem and Miller himself was 
questioned by the House of 
Representatives' Committee 
on Un-American Activities 
and convicted of contempt of 
Congress for refusing to iden¬ 
tify others present at meet¬ 
ings he had attended. 

Salem was a village already 
dealing with the stresses of 
17th century life, beset by ill¬ 
ness and fearful of local 
tribes. Rivalries between 
neighbouring families came 
to a horrifying climax when 
three local girls started suffer¬ 
ing fits and hysteria, and the 
devil was seen to be at work. 
Under pressure from their el¬ 


ders, the girls accused local 
women of witchcraft, and so 
began the infamous witch tri¬ 
als which saw 20 people dead 
and rifts across the commu¬ 
nity that would not heal for 
generations. 

A spokesperson for Dorch¬ 
ester Drama said: “Why is the 
Crucible still relevant for us 
today, more than 300 years 
after the witch trials, and 
nearly 70 years after Mc¬ 
Carthy’s own witch hunt? 
Well, Salem in the 17th cen¬ 
tury was clearly a place 
where fear was used as a polit¬ 
ical tool, and where Judge 
Danforth says “A person is ei¬ 
ther with this court or he 
must be counted against it, 
there be no road between”. 
How could these not resonate 
in the political climate of 
2017? 

The Crucible will be per¬ 
formed at the Corn Exchange, 
Dorchester on Thursday, 
November 16th, Friday 17th, 
and Saturday 18th. Evening 
performances will be at 7pm, 
and there will be a Saturday 
matinee at 2pm.

Frustration over 
parking permits 


NEW digital parking permits for 
drivers living in Weymouth town 
centre are being brought under the 
spotlight. 

Back in March, resident and visitor 
permits for the Park District which 
used to be issued by Dorset County 
Council went virtual, and the service 
was formally handed over to private 
company MiPermit. 1 

The new permits are electronic and 
work in a similar way to paying for 
parking on your phone. Nothing goes 
on display in the vehicle itself. 


However, it appears not everyone is 
happy with the change, with reports 
of an increase in illegal parking in 
the Park District, with claims it now 
takes traffic wardens longer to check 
vehicles. 

County councillor and GP John 
Orell has arranged a public meeting 
next Monday so residents can air 
their views. 

He told Wessex FM: "I haven't got a 
magic solution up my sleeve yet, so I 
would like to talk to people first, get 
a clear idea on what people would 


like to happen, and then I'll take mat¬ 
ters up with the county council." 

"It's a big problem in a town which 
is blocked on one side by the sea and 
the other side by Radipole lake. We've 
got lots of people with cars and not 
enough places, so we have to agree 
among ourselves how we make this 
work." 

The public meeting is being held on 
Monday, October 9th at The Park 
Centre on Chelmsford Street, Wey¬ 
mouth and starts at 7pm.

"As well as need¬ 
ing a tooth extrac¬ 
tion, Ashley was 
x-rayed and it seems 
she has an old and 
untreated severe 
hip injury, probably 
due to being hit by a 
car.

Without an opera¬ 
tion, she was likely

than she already has. The vet recom¬ 
mended 'femoral head and neck exci¬ 
sion' with the expectation that general 
mobility will be improved and proba¬ 
bility of pain diminished. The opera¬ 
tion cost around £500. 

Ashley is currently in the care of a 
volunteer who acts as an indoor fos¬ 
terer for the branch. 

"Ashley is a lovely, friendly cat and 
she deserves to live in as little pain as 
possible. 

Her veterinary treatment is costly 
and as we are a volunteer run branch 
that receives no government funding 
we are appealing to kind members of 
the public to help Ashley by donating 


whatever they can for her care. No 
amount is too small and every penny 
counts towards her veterinary treat¬ 
ment," added Gloria.
